ORING FROM WITHIN 

The recent attempt of the Comm 
tic agents of the Third Internationale to 
make more effective their “boring from 
within” in the ranks of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor at their session in Los An- 
geles met with a prompt rebuff, but it calls 
attention to their activity elsewhere. The 
triumph of the Stalin wing in Russia has 
been acclaimed as the forerunner of the de- 
cline of Communism itself. However true 
that may be, a careful scrutiny of the world 
at large seems to show that Communist ac- 
tivity has simply sunk ont of sight, but is 
still active in devious ways under the sur- 
face. 
France, her patience exhausted by the 
discovery of the activity of M. Rakovsky, 
the soviet envoy, is demanding his recall. 
Austria, learning of like activity of the en- 
voy to their government, is demanding his 
recall also. In while it was thought 
that Communism had been decisively 
checked, it is perfectly clear that the fires 
are still smouldering in all provinces that 
recognize the Canton government. 

A note of alarm also comes from India. 
The agents of the British government, in 
their report to the Home Office, suggest that 
all the forces of the internationale are 
gathering for an underhand attack on Great 
Britair through India.
